Report of School Board. 


In presenting our annual report to the citizens of this school 
district we would express our gratitude to all those who have 
shown an interest and manifested a willingness to assist in main- 
taining and advancing the essential ideas in the minds of the chil- 
dren needed to make the schools a success, regular attendance, 
obedience to rules, and closer application to their work, and trust 
in future all parents will feel it their duty to exercise this influence 
upon their children, that our schools may become more and more 
what they should be, considering the time, labor and money ex- 
pended, second to none in sense of perfection. 

We feel that the schools are in the hands of capable teachers 
who have held their positions during the past year, and have given 
good satisfaction for ability and faithfulness in their work.
